Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.4% higher to 7,500 while NOMUC closed flat to 
8,124 on Thursday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 5.6bn and 
averaged SAR 5.6bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 20.1% of the daily traded 
value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets closed 1,6% lower on Friday, trading at 
P/E (TTM) of 18.7x vs 21 .lx for TASI. 

• Banks and Materials gained 0.5% and 0.3%, respectively. 
Telecom closed 0.8% higher. Retailing (up 1.2%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Lazurde Co for Jewelry 
(4011/LAZURDE AB), Abdullah Saad Mohammed Abo Moati for 
Bookstores Co. (9500/ABOMOATI AB), and Al Hassan Ghazi 
Ibrahim Shaker (1214/SHAKER AB), led the gainers. 

• According to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA), the 
point-of-sale (POS) transactions rose by 20% to SAR 8.2bn (USD 
2.2bn) in the week ending August 1, 2020, from SAR 6.8bn (USD 
1.8bn) in the previous week. The increase in POS was attributed 
to rise in sales during Eid Al-Adha holiday. (Source: Argaam) 

• The General Authority for Competition (GAC) has developed a 
new indicator to detect the availability of public services in all 
districts, so as to determine the actual price of land plots. The 
indicator was first deployed in Riyadh, which comprises 240 
districts. (Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Basic Industries Corp. (2010/SABIC AB) reported a net loss 
after Zakat and tax of SAR 3.27bn (USD 871 mn) for 1H20, 
compared to a net profit of SAR 5.35bn (USD 1.4bn) in year- 
earlier period. SABIC attributed the losses to lower average 
selling prices and sales volumes, and impairment provisions for 
certain capital and financial assets. (Source: Argaam) 

• Arab National Bank (1080/ARNB AB) reported a net profit of SAR 
1.13bn (USD 300mn) for 1H20, a slump of 32% Y/Y, driven by a 
decline of 12.1% in gross operating income, lower net special 
commission income and increased operating expenses. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• City Cement Co. (3003/CITYC AB) reported a net profit after 
Zakat and tax of SAR 106.7mn (USD 28.5mn) in 1H20, compared 
to a net profit of SAR 73.7mn (USD 19.7mn) a year earlier, 
backed by higher sales revenue and volumes, along with a rise in 
other revenue. (Source: Argaam)

GCC & Global Markets Update 

• US markets ended mixed on Friday. S&P 500 gained 0.1%, while 
NASDAQ declined 0.9%. Dow Jones Industrial closed 0.2% 
higher. In Europe, UK increased 0.1%. Germany and France 
closed 0.7% and 0.1% higher, respectively. 

• Asian markets ended mixed on Friday. China and Japan declined 
1.0% and 0.4%, respectively. South Korea closed 0.4% higher. 
Hong Kong ended down 1.6%, while India ended up 0.1%. 

• GCC markets ended mostly higher on Thursday. Dubai and Abu 
Dhabi increased 1.4% and 1.2%, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar 
gained 0.2% and 1.0%, respectively. Oman was closed for 
trading, while Bahrain closed 0.3% lower. 

• US jobless claims for the week ended August 1 stood at 1.2mn 
(prior: 1.4mn; consensus: 1.4mn). (Source: Trading Economics) 

• Moody's revealed that Sukuk issuance in the GCC is set to fall 
5% this year to about USD 170bn (SAR 637bn) because of the 
coronavirus crisis, after four years of rapid growth. The decline 
will be partly limited by the financing needs of GCC countries 
because of lower oil prices and the pandemic. (Source: Trade 
Arabia) 

• Non-oil foreign trade through Abu Dhabi ports amounted to 
AED 66.5bn (SAR 67.9bn) in the first four months of 2020, down 
7.3% from AED 71.7bn (SAR 73.2bn) in the corresponding period 
last year. It was a result of a 24.6% Y/Y decrease in re-exports 
and an 8.5% Y/Y drop in non-oil exports. (Source: Decypha) 

• According to Oman's National Centre for Statistics and 
Information (NCSI), Oman's mining and mineral processing 
sector earned OMR 114mn (SAR 1.1 bn) in revenues last year, 
bolstered by a new Mining Law and strong regulatory 
framework. NCSI added that around 23.615 million metric tons 
(MT) of industrial minerals totalling OMR 70.8mn (SAR 690mn) 
in value were produced in 2019. (Source: Decypha) 

• The Abu Dhabi's Department of Municipalities and Transport 
(DMT) stated that the number of new building licences in Abu 
Dhabi surged 20% in 1H20, as developers in the Emirate 
continue to press on with their projects despite the coronavirus 
pandemic-driven slowdown. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• According to reports, Sharjah Investment and Development 
Authority (Shurooq) is set to start work on several premium 
leisure projects in key areas of Khor Fakkan, Kalba, Al Dhaid and 
Mleiha in the Northern Emirate. (Source: Trade Arabia)
